Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The publication Don Marque's Virgin Storks #9 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. It 
consistently puts forward the idea that young women who are still at school or living at home with 
their parents, will be willing sexual partners to older men. It portrays explicit sexual images of 
women who convincingly act the roles of young persons, encouraging adult viewers to be aroused 
by both the images and the fantasy of having sex with young teenage girls. The sex scenes include 
disturbing scenarios in which older men use their positions of power and experience to violate trust 
young people have in them by coax and encourage teenagers to have sex with them. 

The Classification Office has applied the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 to the classification. 
The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression. However, this is a 
reasonable limitation, reflecting the concern of a free and democratic society to limit the availability 
of publications that tend to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes. The classification is also consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling 
under section 3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 are deemed to be 
objectionable. 
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
